Olesen To Retain 


His Own Counsel

The formal filing of a suit 
against three members of the 
Andover school committee by 
former Assistant Supt. of 
Schools Edward P. Regan, has 
initiated action on the question 
of providing counsel for the 
town officials. 

Of the three named in the 
suit, George F’. Olesen, John G. 
Wragg and John F. Lyons, only 
Olesen remains a member of 
the board, the others ~- having 
resigned. 

Regan has filed suit against 
the three, charging violation of 
civil rights and seeking $150,000 
in damages from each in con- 
nection with the failure of the 
then majority of the board to 
reappoint him as assistant 
superintendent. 

Wragg resigned last fall, due 
to increased responsibilities of 
his employment and Lyons 
resigned in June over a dispute 
with his colleagues on the 
accepting of the selectmen’s 
offer of Atty. Fredric S. 
O’Brien as school committee 
counsel. 

None of the three have been 
served with the suit as yet from 
the U. S. District Court in 
Boston. The suit was filed a 
week ago Monday, as reported 
in the TOWNSMAN, and it 
takes about two weeks for the 
defendants to be served in the 
normal court processes.

In addition to Heseltine, the 
term of Selectman Edmund 
Sullivan, Jr., also expires next 
Spring. Sullivan has not in- 
dicated as yet whether he would 
be a candidate for re-election. 

Heseltine said that he felt 
that six years was a significant 
contribution to the board and 
that he would like more time to 
spend with his family, as the 
principal reasons for not seek- 
ing re-election. 

During Heseltine’s terms on 
the board, he has seen the in- 
itial development of the West 
Andover Industrial area, 
through initiation of construc- 
tion of the new Hewlett- 
Packard plant. 

The board spent considerable

And, lo, and behold, our staff has deter- 
mined that this loss of identity falls right 
back to complacent, yet economy-minded An- 
doverites. 

Back about 50 years ago, shortly after the 
telephone company had campaigned to get 
their instruments into Andover homes, 
through offers of free use of the amazing in- 
vention for a short period of time, the people 
were given the opportunity of setting rates. 

Alex Bell’s boys had placed before thgtown 
fathers at the time, the option of having a 
higher rate and free phone service to such 
faraway places as Lawrence, or lower rates 
and anything across the border, a toll cost of 


a nickel or more. 

The selectmen took a poll and the 
townspeople decided overwhelmingly to 
crank less and pay less with their new found 
means of communication. 

Thus Andover was still a toll call from 
across the border. 

It was only within the last quarter century 
or so that if you lived t’ other side of the line 
and wanted to check on Aunt May over in An- 
dover, you went through the process of telling 
the operator you wanted Andover 621-W, and 
it cost at least a nickel, maybe even more 
depending on how much news May had to 
offer that day. 

Then all this fancy equipment came in. An- 
dover was the first in the area to be able to 
dial the other side of the U.S.A. without 
operator assistance. And you could call 
Lawrence as easily and at the same cost as 
‘phoning next door for a babysitter. 

Quickly there followed such things as 
Greenleaf, which we were originally 
designated, exchange-wise, soon to become 
simply 475 or 470. Getting to us from some 
other part of the country, or even the western 
part of the state gave us three more numbers

Tax Thrust In No. Andover 


The beneficial effects of 
apartment complexes for com- 
munities is reflected in the 
listing of North Andover’s ten 
top taxpayers for the fiscal 
year, 1976. 

Three of the town’s five 
multi-unit complexes combine 
to provide the town with 
$640,465.65 in tax revenue, bas- 


ed on property valuation of 
$4,186,050. 

The combined tax bill makes 
apartment units as a whole the 
second major tax resource for 
North Andover, with Western 
Electric maintaining the top 
spot among the town’s top ten 
taxpayers. 

Western, which has held the

Plan Tribute 


A testimonial dinner dance 
honoring Andover Deputy Fire 
Chief Albert Cole, who has 
retired after 32 years service on 
the department is being planned 
for the Andover Country Club, 
Oct. 21. 

Deputy Chief William Downs is 
in charge of arrangements for 
the tribute to Cole, who, in addi- 
tion to considerable service to 
the town on various boards and 
committees, was a veteran of 
World War II. 

He was one of three members 
of the family to have served in 
the fire department, all as of- 
ficers. His father, Albert Cole, 
Sr., was the town’s first perma- 
nent lieutenant and his brother 
John T., retired as a deputy chief 
of the department. 

A graduate of Punchard High 
school with the class of 1930, he 
was appointed to the fire depart- 
ment in 1943. He was promoted to 
the rank of deputy chief in 1949. 

Cole enlisted in the U. s. Army 
in 1942 and served four years 
with the 112 Regimental Combat 
Team in the Pacific Theatre. He 
served for 16 years in the U. S. 


Army Reserve, retiring with the . 


rank of Major. 

During the Korean Conflict, he 
served as Andover’s full time 
Civil Defense director, on leave 
of absence from the fire depart- 
ment. 

Cole served three years on the 
Andover school committee and 
also a three year term on the 
former Board of Public Works. 
He was a member of the 
Patriotie ‘Holiday Committee,

dent of the Town Employees 
Association. 

He is a member of the 
American Red Cross Board of 
Directors and recently was 
awarded a 20-year volunteer ser- 
vice pin.

Association and served on the 
board of directors of the Essex 
County Associated Boards of 
Trade. 

He is a member of St.

top spot since its development 
of the Osgood Street industrial 
site several years ago, has 
property valu3d at $6,289, 700 
and a tax bill for the coming 
year of $962,334.81. 

The 1976 listings, released 
from the North Andover 
Assessors department this 
week reflect the $15 increase in 
the town’s tax rate this year. 
The annual levy rose to $153 per 
thousand. 

While there are arguments 
as to the relative tax benefits 
of apartment complexes, when 
such things as school costs 
created by occupants is 
weighed, the fact remains that 
the units as a whole do provide 
the town with a sizeable annual 
revenue to finance municipal 
operations. 

The Rhomas J. Flatley Co., 
which owns Royal Crest 
Estates is the town’s second 
highest taxpayer. With proper- 
ty still being developed, the 
Flatley Co., had valuation of 
$2,293,340 for a 1976 tax bill of 
$350,881.02. 

Farrwood Realty Trust, 
which owns the Heritage Green 
Apartments remains the third 
highest in the annual listing 
with property valued at $1,326,- 
490 and taxes of $202,952.97. 

Keezer and Kanter, which 
owns the Village Green Con- 
dominiums off Chickering 
Road, is the tenth highest tax- 
payer in town, with its property 
valued at $566,220 and a tax bill 
of $86,631.66. 

The fourth apartment com- 
plex in the town, Meadow 
View, also off Chickering 
Road, is high up on the list, but 
does not fall into the ten 
leading contributors to the 
town’s municipal financing. A 
fifth complex, Mill Pond Con- 
dominiums, is still in develop- 
ment stages.

Borden now has _ property 
valued at $743,490 and is taxed 
for $113,753.97. 

Among the top listings, only 
one of the town’s former major 
industries remains as a 
member of the ‘‘elite’’ list. 
Davis and Furber Machine Co., 
which at one time combined 
with the J.P. Stevens and Sut- 
ton’s Mills as the backbone of 
the town’s tax base, is the only 
firm still part of the town’s in- 
dustrial family and is in ninth 
place with property valued at 
_ $626, 000 and a tax of $95, 808. 


Other members of the top ten 
include: New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
with property of $1,200,230, and 
a tax of $183,635.19; Mass. 
Electric Co., $954,530 and 
a$146,043.09; D.S.M. Realty 
Trust, owners of the North An-

They 
also approved plans and dollar 
goals for a $50,610,000 fundraising 
campaign to support these objec- 
tives and maintain Andover’s 
educational leadership and ser- 
vice, nationally, in its third cen- 
tury. 

It is educational values that the 
Trustees and an alumni and 
parent Steering Committee have 
just committed themselves to 
maintain into Andover’s third 
century: These are described s a 
commitment to the development 
of decent and discerning young 
men and women through an in- 
tellectually demanding liberal 
education; a commitment to 
residential schooling - - 24-hour 
education - - as the best means of 
supporting the academic and per- 
sonal growth of young people; a 
commitment to continually seek 
and maintain a great teaching 
faculty and the most able student 
body from every sector of 
modern society, here and abroad. 

Finally, there is opportunity 
for maintaining and expanding a 
leadership role in American 
secondary education: “Our in- 
dependence allows us to stand for 
traditions that may be out of 
fashion, and to experiment with 
new forms of schooling, to create 
new traditions,’’ Headmaster 
Theodore R. Sizer said. ‘‘An- 
dover is one of the few indepen- 
dent secondary schools large 
enough and strong enough to be a 
significant force in American 
education and that fact alone 
carries with it considerable 
responsibility.”’

Air mail stamps will still be 
sold for use on priority and inter- 
national air mail and in com- 
binations with other stamps for 


first-class mail. Beginning 


September 22, air mail stamps 
and stamped cards and envelopes 
can be exchanged at full postage 
value. for ordinary stamps, 
stamped envelopes and cards. 
Stationery bearing: air mail in- 
dicia will be allowed to be mailed 
at first-class rates. 

White top collection boxes, now 
used exclusively for air mail, will 
be removed or converted to use 
for other purposes, the Postal 
Service said. 

There will be service maps dis- 
played in post office lobbies so 
postal customers can quickly 
check which cities and areas are 
scheduled for next and second

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Russem’s Returns To Andover 


While the formal opening of 
Russem’s Fashion Corner in 
Olde Andover Village today 
may represent a sense of ac- 
complishment to the youthful 
present ownership, it seems a 
little like coming home to its 85- 
year-old founder, Benjamin 
Russem. 


The elder Mr. Russem, who 
began the business in Andover 
in the early 1900’s, has par- 
ticular pride in the fact that his 
sons, Theodore and Jerome 
“grew up in the business and 
under my influence became 
good business people and good 
to the public.” 


The Russem family had a 
desire to come to Andover for 
many years and when 
Sutherland’s closed, the space 
in Olde Andover Village offered 
the opportunity they had been 
seeking to locate in an area 
suitable to what they intended 
to offer the public. 


For Ted and Jerry Russem it 
represents the second expan- 
sion of the Lawrence intown 
store in recent years. Their 
other store is located in the 
Methuen Mall. 

Benjamin Russem, father 
and founder of the business, 
reminisced a bit this week 
about the early days of his firm, 
but underlying all of the 
memories is the personal 
pleasure in seeing his two sons 
successfully continuing what he 
started in the same manner. 

Of his early beginnings in the 
business, Mr. Russem notes the 
key to what assuredly is not 
only the key to his success, but 
his sons also. 

‘“‘The people in Andover have 
been very loyal to me. In the 
early days when I went around 
in a horse and wagon the people 
became not just customers, but 
friends.”’ 

Building friendship would 
certainly indicate that the cor- 
nerstone of successful business 
stems from the developing of 
that raphor for which Mr. 
Russem became so well-known 
in the Greater Lawrence area. 

He began operations in An- 
dover in 1911 when he replaced 


Jim Daley, who eventually 
founded the J. W. Daley 
wholesale drug firm.

Russem took over the clothing 
end of the operations and came 
to the Musgrove building in 1916 
with three rooms. 

In 1914 he married his wife, 
Esther, who, in addition to help- 
ing her husband with the 
business, directed the up- 
bringing of two sons, Theodore 
and Jerome, and a daughter, 
Mrs. Norma Cohen of 
Worcester. 

In the early days, Ben would 
go to Andover homes in a horse 
and wagon, which had been 
leased from Morrissey’s 
Stables on Park street. 
Morrissey’s stables is the 
forerunner of a present taxi 
business.

Mr. Russem would 
make the delivery and sales, 
and his wife would follow 
around making collections. 

“Tt was the best way to make 
friends,’’ Ben recalled this 
week. ‘“‘They became more than 
just customers, they were 
friends. 

The work day was long, 
sometimes going until 11 
o’clock at night to meet and 
serve all his customers. 

He lived on Temple Place in 
those days, he recalled and 
would arise at 5 a.m. and jump 
the fence to catch the train to 
Boston to get items to fill in his 
stock, hopefully getting back to 
Andover by noon to conduct the 
day’s business. 

When Mr. Russem says he 
tried to impress people that he 
was a good citizen, he un-

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 
Steel-Jaw traps being used to 
trap fur-bearing animals for 
their pelts should he banned. 
Animals that are caught in these 
traps suffer drastically. Often 
the leg or paw of the animal is 
broken, and it has no way of free- 
ing itself. It remains in the trap, 
fully conscious, until the trapper 
returns. 

Many states are very lax about 
regulating trapping, and less 
than 25 require periodic trap line 
checks. Some require trap lines 
to be run every 24-48 hours; while 
others are only checked about 
once a week. In some sections, 
bad weather conditions 
sometimes prohibit the trapper 
from returning for days, and the 
animal dies of exposure and star- 
vation. 

In a five-year study conducted 
by the Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests, they found 
that the number of animals 
caught in leg-hold traps in com- 
parison to the number that the 
trappers were actually able to 
use was about three to one.

danger, we should be concerned 
with protecting our wildlife, not 
abusing it in such an inhumane 
manner. Senator Birch Bayh of 
Indiana and Congressman Glenn 
Anderson, of California have in- 
troduced legislation in Congress 
to outlaw the steel leg-hold trap. 
The bills would ban any trap that 
does not instantaneously kill or 
painlessly capture animals. 
Under this legislation, members 
of an advisory committee would 
make recommendations to the 
Secretary of the Interior about 
what traps are regarded as 
humane. As a further measure, 
traps that did not meet the stan- 
dards would not be shipped in in- 
terstate commerce, and furs that 
were obtained by the use of non- 
approved traps would not be 
allowed to be shipped. 

Anyone who wishes to help, 
should write his local Represen- 
tative, the Senate Subcommittee 
on the Environment, and the 
House Subcommittee on 
Fisheries and Wildlife conserva- 
tion and the Environment to ask 
for hearings on the trap bills 
§.1223, and H.R. 66.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

As a resident of West Andover, 
I wish to express my increasing 
concern about the progressive 
‘‘Mid-Westernization”’ of this 
part of town. I moved here 11 
years ago from Michigan, at- 
tracted by the image of beauty 
that Andover possessed as a 
rather typical New England 
town. That beauty, and whatever 
character West Andover once 
possessed, is fast eroding. The 
land is being developed at a 
furious pace, with houses that 
are at once tasteless and expen- 
sive. I suppose that rationale in 
using up our green spaces is the 
old cliche: ‘‘It will broaden our 
tax base’, even though many 
studies in the past ten years have 
shown that it in fact increases 
taxes. 

My real gripe, however, is with 
the Andover policy regarding 
street-width. The streets in West 
Andover are of a width that in- 
dicates a wish to compete with 
Rte. 93; the explanation, I 
gather, is that that width is need- 
ed so that fire trucks and other 
emergency equipment can have 
unimpeded movement. For that 
reason, the streets in this section 
of Andover tend to be absurdly 
wide and straight; even some of 
the old streets are now being 
widened and straightened. As an 
ex-resident of the rather bleak 
midwestern state of Michigan, I 
can attest to the unpleasantness 
of the conditions we are es- 
tablishing for ourselves. In 
winter, wide neighborhood 
streets promote a windy, bleak, 
condition that augments the cold, 
grim sense of the worst of 
winter. In summer, the wide 
streets bake, and provide a visual 
panorama of heat from which 
there is no immediate relief for 
the pedestrian. 

Contrast that with the tree- 
shaded New England street in 
summer or winter, in summer 
providing beauty and cool, shad- 
ed recesses near at hand, and in 
winter providing a wind - and 
snow - break on bitterly cold, 
snowy days. A narrow street 
generates a_ sense of 
neighborhood, while a wide

street can generate a fragmenta- 
tion and isolation within what 
could have been a closely-knit 
neighborhood. It’s unfortunate 
that decisions regarding issues 
such as street width do not in- 
volve a broader inclusion of fac- 
tors, such as the aesthetic and 
economic value of a more 
beautiful neighborhood, or the 
value of a potentially more 
closely-knit neighborhood, vs. a 
very questionable addition in 
safety provided by wide streets. 
Wide streets also encourage 
speeding. 

If Boston imported Andover’s 
peculiar brand of wisdom, what 
would happen to the charm of the 
North End, or Beacon Hill?

Some Thoughts As 
Town Meeting Nears 


As another October town meeting approaches, we 
share some thoughts on this ‘““Autumn Classic,’’ which 
in its decade of being a part of the municipal scene has 
produced some lively debate and on other occasions 
fears about obtaining a quorum. 

It is toward the latter, that we approach the 7:30 p.m. 
pounding of the gavel on Monday by the moderator. 

It has been some time since municipal boards have 
been in*agreement on issues facing the voters at town 
meeting. Going into Monday night’s meeting, the 
FinCom and selectmen are in complete agreement on 
the major issues. The two boards have rarely ap- 
proached a general business session of the town in this 
manner. 

Thus there are qualms about how the electorate will 
approach the business at hand. 

We think it needless to mention the various 
traditional arguments about this form of municipal 
operation being the last bastian of true democracy, and 
that everyone’s vote counts, or that apathy leads to poor 
governmental operations. 

Suffice it to say that as long as Andover operates with 
an open town meeting, it is up to the citizens of the com- 
munity to make it work. 

A quorum of 350 registered voters is required to tran- 
sact the business before the session. 

That seems like a small enough number to insure that 
the meeting will be conducted. But, in years past, the 
October session has had to be adjourned for lack of suf- 
ficient numbers. 

At a session of the last annual town meeting last spr- 
ing, it required the efforts of the town’s senior citizens 
to insure a quorum and thus allow the meeting to be 
legally concluded. 

If the agreement on major issues is an excuse not to 
attend, then let us look at some of the ‘“‘minor’’ ones. 

There are, for instance, a number of streets up for 
acceptance. 

Acceptance of a street, means the town becomes 
responsible for its maintenance, and the property of the 


resident of the street is improved. 

This should be sufficient cause for the residents of the 
streets involved to at least express an interest in the 
personal issues, get friends to join them, and lend a 
hand toward providing Andover with the proper opera- 
tion of an open town meeting form of government to 
which it tenaciously holds. 

As for the major issues, we have supported the town 
purchase of the theatre property for the library and 
would like to comment on the: 


Shawsheen Property 


The Andover companies are seeking rezoning of land 
abuting their property off North Main street for use as a 
parking lot for employees and visitors to their offices. 

A similar article faced town meeting previously and 
returns this time in more secure manner for the town. 

The Andover Companies are not a new corporate 
citizen of Andover. They have been around since 1828, 
when the firm was founded in the Locke Tavern on Main 
Street. 

It has grown considerably in the century-plus since 
that date. 

The firm is an unobtrusive, yet helpful neighbor. They 
have contributed much assistance to the town, for 
which they shun publicity. 

Their effort in producing a parking facility, is to 
provide this convenience to their employees in an at- 
tractively landscaped setting. It is to be screened from 
the neighborhood. Safe exit and entrance is planned to 
ease traffic burdens in Shawsheen. 

It will take cars now parked in the Square area and 
place them safely off the street, thus further easing the 
traffic burdens on Shawsheen. 

The. fact that it is a proven and reliable firm of long 
standing in Andover, that it will provide covenants to 
the town to insure that they follow through on their in- 
tentions to landscape the area and provide proper, safe 
access, we feel is sufficient reason to endorse the rezon- 
ing of the area. 


“Our 89th Year” 


The Andover Townsman begins its 89th year this week 
with one of the largest combined news and advertising 
packages ever produced, which is certainly a nice way 
to observe an anniversary.

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A restored Shawsheen 
Village, complete with gas 
lights and perhaps landmark 
status, is the dream of at least 
one Shawsheen family. 

George J. Fantini, 10 Stirling 
Street, emerged as a 
spokesman for residents of the 
historic Village Tuesday night, 
and called for a brainstorming 
session on what to do next, at 
his home on Oct. 8, at 8 p.m. 

Young residents, town 
fathers, business interests, and 
even the grandson of 
Shawsheen Village’s creator 
spoke out on the area’s future at 
the West Elementary School 
meeting. 

For much of their discussion, 
however, the ‘‘future”’ extend- 
ed only until next week’s town 
meeting, when The Andover 
Companies is making another 
bid to use North Main Street 
property for parking. 

What everyone did agree on, 
however, is that Shawsheen’s 
long-range future will have to 
be a combined effort of 
residents, business and in- 
dustry, just as it was in the 
past. 


Russell P. Bishop, vice- 
president of The Andover Com- 
panies, led off the panel portion 
of the evening with a bit of 
history. The insurance com- 
pany was founded in 1828, he 
said, with annual meetings in 
the Locke Tavern until 1840. In 
1933 the firm purchased the 
triangular post office building 
which points at the Square, and 
is bordered by Main and Poor 
Streets, then in 1950, bought the 
landmark Balmoral Spa, where 
their headquarters remain to 
this day. 

Bishop said the firm has 
made significant contributions 
to the community in one and a 
half centuries, and that it is 
their intent to remain in 
Shawsheen in the future. 

However, he said, there is 
danger of polarization of in- 
terests, which could lead to 
deterioration of the area. 

The community needs a 
balance, he said, a compromise 
between the businesses and the 
residents. 

He also put in a plug for 
rezoning of three former house 
lots on Main Street, adjacent to 
the firm, for additional parking. 
The present small lot has only 
31 spaces, he said, while the 
firm has 107 employees at that 
address. 


Douglas N. Howe, president 
of The Howe Agency, and 
former Shawsheen resident, 
commented that ‘‘Harmony is 
nothing new to Shawsheen 
Village.” 

The residences have always 
surrounded the mill and it has 
always been a desirable place 
to live, he said, with real estate 
values going up the same as in 
other parts of town. The homes 


in the ‘‘white’’ section - - SO- 
called because deeds dictated 
that the frame houses only be 
painted white - - are now going 
for about $40,000. 

“‘T can see a bright future, a 
community with great pride,”’ 
Howe went on, but called the 
parking problem ‘‘one of the 
greatest facing the area.” 

He said he felt Shawsheen 
Square was losing something by 
having The Andover Companies 
employees park up and down 
North Main Street. 

While the two car agencies, 
The Andover Companies, Aber- 
deen Apartments and The 
Manor continue to be nice 
buildings, he went on, ‘‘what we 
also gave to worry about are 
the mill and the school.” 

He said the mill - - originally 
the American Woolen Com- 
pany, later occupied by 
Raytheon - - is now practically 
all leased out to small com- 
panies, ‘‘a healthy sign.” 

However, he said, the 
building is being neglected to a 
degree, and he suggested that a 
community group be formed to 
pressure the owners not to let it 
run down any further. The 
group could also, he said, look 
out for the interests of the com- 
munity in general. 

Howe further suggested that 
the town purchase the old bowl- 
ing green in front of Sacred 
Heart School, ‘‘one of the pret- 
tiest spots in town’’ when he 
was a boy, but a ‘“‘glaring 
eyesore”’ today. 

He also suggested that the 
land behind Burnham Road be 
developed, but that the town 
take the athletic field, ‘‘once 
considered one of the best in 
New England.”’ 

He said the town should not, 
however, purchase. the school, 
once offices for the American 
Woolen Company. 


‘‘Out of the history of an area 
come the clues of where we 
should be heading,’’ began 
Planning Board Chairman 
David Erickson. 

Shawsheen Village was con- 
ceived, planned and organized 
by a group with extra time and 
extra money, he said, calling it 
“one man’s whim” and ‘‘a lux- 
ury.”’ 

But, he said, Shawsheen 
might still be a rural 
crossroads if it were not for 
William Wood and his dream. 

“It’s time,’ Erickson said, 
“to get a little of his spirit back 
into Shawsheen.”’ 

He credited the village with 
‘‘tremendous pride in its houses 
that can be felt as you drive up 
and down the streets.” 

However, he said, there was a 
serious question if the Village 
can be held together as various 
interests converge. 

Every industry, business, 
shop, resident, once were in- 
terdependent on each other, he 
said, but that’s no longer true. 


Teachers, School Board

The mill now holds small in- 
dustries without any particular 
allegiance to Shawsheen, he 
said. Most of the stores along 
Route 28 don’t particularly rely 
on Shawsheen Village residents 
for their livelihood, and the peo- 
ple themselves no longer rely 
on the buildings, mills, and 
stores for their needs. 


Erickson said he liked the 
idea of a long-standing group of 
residents with ‘‘time, money 
and vision,’’ and added that the 
town might help out by buying 
the athletic field, while the 
federal government might 
make it a historic site. 


The town is concerned about 
the large amount of open area 
at the moment, he said, referr- 
ing to the 29-acre parcel of 
Sacred Heart School. We would 
like the land, he said, ‘“‘but we 
don’t know what to do about the 
building.” 


Fantini spoke up after the 
meeting was opened for discus- 
sion. 

When he moved to Shawsheen 
four years ago from Cam- 
bridge, he said he was ‘totally 
unaware of the rich history of 
the area.’’ When he found out, 
he said, he was amazed that 
“this wasn’t cherished by 
anyone.”’ 

He said he would be happy to 
work hand in hand with the 
business community and™ that 
one of his dreams is to have the 
lamps restored. 

‘We can find them,”’ he said. 
“They did in Portsmouth, they 
did in Newburyport, we can do 
it here.” 


Stanley Saba, 44 Lovejoy 
Road, and a member of the 
Planning Commission, said that 
good long range planning can 
survive the test’ of time, ‘‘as 
William Wood’s vision has.”’ 

Shawsheen Village still 
represents a very beautiful part 
of Andover, he said, because 
‘‘we’ve kept industry in the 
area for which it was originally 
planned.”’ 

‘‘Change isn’t always 
necessarily good,’’ he went on. 
“Tf you have something that’s 
working, maybe you should 
leave it alone. For 50 years it’s 
worked.”’ 


“Shawsheen Village did not 
come into being because of ex- 
tra leisure and extra money,” 
he said, adding that his grand- 
father often worked until four 
or five o’clock in the morning. 

He said the William Wood’s 
philosophy was that if his peo- 
ple worked hard to make more 
wool, and hence more money, 
then he would pour the profits 
back into the community. 

It was not a ‘‘whim” or a 
‘“uxury,”’ he said of the plann- 
ed community, adding that IBM 
had copied the concept many 
years later, and has taken much 
credit for it. 

In the mill days, he went on, 
ran special trains and buses, so 
the mill workers could arrive 
without pollution. 

“Tf the American Woolen 
Company could do it,’’ he said, 
“the Andover Companies can 
do it.”’ 

The Andover Companies 
could provide transportation 
from more remote areas to the 
door, he said, concluding that 
“there are imaginative things 
being done now that trade 
asphalt and fumes for green 
grass and fresh ait. 


In answer to a question from 
Philip Salamone of 
Carisbrooke Street, Thomas 
Leavitt, director of the Textile 
Museum, explained that a 
historic district could be 
created as a bylaw by a vote of 
Town Meeting. 

“7 think the question,’’ 
Salamone said, ‘“‘is whether it 
should be on the national 
register before we decide about 
parking.”’ 

Erickson said the planning 
board studied the area aS a 
possible historic district 10 
years ago, and found it was not 
“cohesive enough’”’ to warrant 
such a designation. Laws have 
since changed, he said, and 
agreed that it might be time to 
review the proposal. He said 
the School-Central Street area 
is now being considered in that 
light.

“Tt seems to me,’’ he said, 
“that what we need is an 
organization of residents to 
meet with the Planning Board 
and the Historical Commission, 
and put off any changes until 
then.”

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Severe Cutbacks Planned To Meet Slashed Budget 


John R. Dimitry, president of 
Northern Essex Community 
College, Haverhill has announc- 
ed severe cutbacks in functional 
services at the college as 
Northern Essex gears to meet 
the restrictions imposed on that 
institution by the 10 per cent cut 
in its state-funded budget. 


Dimitry said that the college’s 
contract with The Security Agen- 
cy, Inc. will be terminated as of 
September 29, 1975. This action 
will provide approximately $55.,- 
000 in savings to the college dur- 
ing the remainder of fiscal year 
1976. To provide security 
coverage this year, the janitorial 
staff has been re-assigned to 
cover the security function. In 
order to provide security 
coverage and still maintain 
proper care of facilities, all 
N.E.C.C. janitors will work on 11 
p.m. to 7 a.m. shift to clean 
classrooms, corridors, etc. 

Snow removal costs at the 
college, Dimitry stated, average 
$18,000 each year. Rather than 
go out to bid for this function 
janitors working the 11 p.m. to7 
a.m. shift will run the equipment 
necessary to remove the snow 
from parking areas, sidewalks 
and stairways. 

The four computer Time Share 
Terminals in use at the college 
were funded during Fiscal 1974 
by a separate appropriation. 
They now cost the college $23,000 
annually. Two of these terminals 
will be discontinued at the end of 
September. There is a strong 
possibility that~the~remaining 
terminals will! be eliminated in 
December. Before such a deci- 
sion is made, however, the 
college will evaluate the effec- 
tiveness of the terminals, define 
and analyze college need for 
these facilities, and explore the

availability of outside resources. 
The absence of terminals will 
cause some disruption in the 
Computer Technology Program, 
as well as courses in accounting, 
mathematics, statistics and the 
like. However, this action will 
result in savings of $20,000. 

Items such as paper cups and 
lids, and spring water with dis- 
pensers, ordinarily provided by 
the college to employees and 
students, have been eliminated. 
This action will save about $5,500 
annually. 

Austerity policies now in 
effect at the college amount to 
$78,500. Other economy policies 
projected for later in the fiscal 
year, or now under con- 
sideration, could result in 
further savings of about $36,800. 
When these savings, many of 
them the result of harsh 
economies, are subtracted from 
the college’s total deficit, 
Northern Essex is still faced 
with the necessity of cutting 
back a further $15,680. 

This $15,680, Dimitry stated, 
must be saved during the seven- 
teen week period, February 29, 
1976 through June 30, 1976. Dur- 
ing this period, Northern Essex 
pays its employees 32.7 per cent 
of their total yearly salary. The 
average salary paid at the 
college, regardless of 
classification, is $12,516. 32.7 per 
cent of $12,516 is $4,092 divided 
into $15,680 (the total amount to 
be cut) equals termination of 37 
people. Vacation time which 
must be paid during this period 
ups the total number of 
employees affected to approx- 
imately 44. 

‘Northern Essex’’, Dimitry 
stated, ‘‘is banking on pulling 
together a presentation of its 
total educational program com- 
prehensive enough, valid

to qualify the college for fiscal 
relief from funds set aside by the 
state to meet specific;

Everyone thinks of spring 
cleaning, but fall is an excellent 
time to clean up your garden and 
property, according to the Mass. 
Horticultural Society. 
The gardening experts claim 
that a fall clean-up will not only 
keep the garden neat, put it will 
also make your outdoor work a 
lot easier in the Spring. 

Here are some tips from the 
society to prepare your backyard 
for the long, cold New England 
winter: 

- Try to remove all late season 
weeds from the gardens. If they 
are allowed to go to seed, your 
crop of weeds will be multiplied 
next season. 

- Give the lawn a final mowing. 
To curb insects, disease and pre- 
vent matting, do not let it go into 
the winter long. 

- Do not permit leaves to ac- 
cumulate in any amount on the 
lawn. If they become wet and 
freeze, they will smother your 
lawn. 

- Plant your spring-blooming 
bulbs now - - anytime up until the 
ground freezes. 

_ All evergreens should be 
thoroughly watered in the late 
fall right down to their roots, if 
nature doesn’t do it. 

- Any tender shrubs or newly 
planted trees should be staked or 
have wind. screens for winter 


protection. Broad-leaved 
evergreens are especially 
vulnerable. 


A fall cleaning is much more 
‘than just making the garden look 
attractive - it is a necessary part 
of garden maintenance. 

If anyone has any specific 
questions, they can call the Hor- 
ticultural Society in Boston at 
617-536-9280.
